Bindings: cov- 
ered with gold, silver, and precious 
stones were probably Byzantine or- 
igin but were introduced farther west- 
ward earlier than the sixth century. 
Seneca and other Roman philosophers 
criticized the extravagant ornamenta- 
tion books. this connection may 
recalled the plaint St. Jerome: 
“Your books are covered with precious 
stones, and Christ died naked before 
the door His temple.” 

The oldest binding now extant 
copy the Scriptures Greek 
bound two plates gold bearing 
cross set with precious stones and 
cameos, which was given the 
Queen the Lombards the Basilica 
St. John the Baptist Monza 
the end the sixth century. bind- 
ing the seventh century, boards 
covered with velvet and embellished 
with silver, preserved the Lau- 
rentian Library Florence.
